A recent trial for murder has creak'tl 
great intere^ throughout Scothmd, and 
has given another revelation of thoao 
domestic infelicities which is to ho feared 
are every-where too common, though it 
is only now and then that they come 
prominently before the public. The ac- 
cused in tliis case was a Frenchman 
called Eugene Marie Chantrelle, who 
has for a good number of years been a 
teacher of French in Edinburgli, and has 
occupied a fair position in society. Tho 
victim was his wife, and tlio facts testi- 
fied to on the trial brought to light a 
course of the most heartless villainy on 
the part of Chantrelle, and are calculat- 
ed to read a very grave lesson to all 
parents nnd guardians, as well as to 
young and thoughtless girls, if they 
could be persuaded to attend to it and 
to profit by tho same. It is tho old, old 
story. Cliantrolle taught in ladies' 
boarding schools, and waa evidently 
possessed of a good deal of external pol- 
ish and insinuating plausibility. Among 
his pupils was tho poor girl who after- 
wards led such a wretched life as his 
wife. He was her senior by about fif- 
teen years; yet when she was compara- 
tively a child, scarcely turned of sixteen, 
and a mere thoughtless girl, he managed 
to seduce her. Her relatives thought it 
l^el^^-in^rder in some measure to hide 
her disgrace, to have him marry her, 
and 80, with not even tlie pretence of 
affection, tlds ill-starred union was form- 
ed, and naturally resulted in any amount 
of misery, .which has at last been dis- 
solved by,; murder and is likely to end 
•with the - gallows. ' 

* Chantrelle never took to his child- 
wife, and though both parents seem to 
have been fond of the children who were 
born to them this did not bring them 
any nearer to each other. The husband 
:}-. . was A careless debauchee, who did not 
thinlc it neeessaiy to keep up even ap- 
pearanoOTivdlJi his wife, as slio struggled 
along as we ^bei^ might on as sad and 
loveless a course as can well be imagined. 

In such a state of tilings it is not 
difficult to imagine how that by-and-bye 
the wish to get free from an irksome 
bondage would suggest possible ways 
by which this might be accomplished. 
Hatred is but a short remove from 
murder, as it is its great prompting 
cause. But Chantrelle was thrifty oven 
in hia crfmea Ho thought to get quit 
of his wife, and at the siune time make 
a profit by her death. Jfrs. Chantrelle 
was a young, and, upon tlie whole, 
healthy woman, leading a quiet life, 
and little exposed to any danger from 
accidents, except such as may be com- 
mon to all. The husband, however, 
thought it well to insure her life for a 
thousand pounds in an Accident Socie- 
(<^/ though the .wife protested that she 
saw not the least necessity for the step, 
and told her mother that after that in- 
surance her life would go speedily. Her 
anticipations were only too surely and 
quickly realized. 

Death came evidently by poisoning, 
and^the-husband had the theory ready 
that it was occasioned by the cscajie of 
gas in the bedroom, though neither ser- 
vant nor doctor was able to recognize 
tho presence of such a quantity of gas 
either in the house in general or in the 
bedroom in particular as to have oc- 
casioned death. That Mrs. Chantrelle 
died by poisoning of some kind was 
acknowledged on all hands. If not, 
then/ by gas, by what ? Medical testi- 
mony jjointed strongly to opium, as all 
the symptoniB were of narcotic poison- 
ing. If so, tiio next question was, by 
whom was it administered? . It was 
proved that it could not have been by 
. the victim herself' so at last the guilt 
■ was'led vieiy clearly, though on circum- 
stantial evidence, up to the hu8l)Hnd. 
Tho verdict of the jui-y is on all liands 
recognized as a righteous one, and tlie 
moral of the whole story is not far to 
seek, Mra Chantrelle, disgraced and 
dishonored as she-was, did.not wish to 
marry her seducer." Family honor, 
however, was urged as an imperative 
reason for the irrevocable step being 
taken; and now, after years of misery 
and sin, one of the parties to this ill- 
starred union has been murdered, and 
;r,v tiie scaffold .wi^ days, in all 

' likelihood, close tlie tragedy for the 
other. 

No one can have much sympathy 
for tho man who could take advantage 
of Ids position and the trust reposed in 
him to seduce a girl that might almost 
have been his daugliter. But surely a 
good many mothers and friends may 
take the hint from this and other simi- 
lar tragedies that forced marriages, for 
whatever reason, can never issue in 
anything but misery. They are too 
often but one long continued crime, 
morally, and may at any moment issue 
in being one that is legal. Is the 



family disgrace really cancelled or con- 
cealed by a loveless marriage which 
makes the sin and degradation to bo in 
all likelihood for lifel In the .light of 
such tragedies as tins Chantrelle one, 
the reply to such a question may bo 
very strongly ^ven ui the negative. 

The Phoaosrapli. Of l&e .F^ 

Mr. Thomas A. Edison, the inventor 
of the phonograph, discusses in a recent- 
ly published paper some of the probable 
applications of his remarkable inven- 
tion. A good deal of speculation, both 
of a ihiwiorous and of a serious char- 
acter, has. been indulged in by writers 
regarding the possible applications of 
tho phonograph, but the wildest of them 
hardly exceeds what is actually claimed 
for it by tlio inventor. iSlr. Edison 
anticipates that tlio telephone and pho- 
nograph will supersede both ordinaiy 
letter writing and telegraphy. Instead 
of sending a telegraph message,, a man 
of business will simply notify his cor- 
respondent that he Vr-ants to talk to him; 
and the phonographic letters receivetl of 
a morning will be placed in tho machine 
and made to communicate themselves at 
the rate of 150 or 200 words a minute. 
A feature of tlie invention is, that tho 
rate of utterance is under absolute con- 
trol, HO tliat tlie plionographic record 
can be heard word by word, sentence by 
sentence, or in a continuous strain, at 
the option of the listener. This would 
permit of phonographic .utterances being 
taken down word for word in on ordin- 
aryiorighand writing. 

For educational purposes the phono- 
graph will, of course, be invaluable, even 
if Mr. Edison's idea of a pupil applying 
to his phonograpli for instruction instead 
of to his tutor never be realized. A 
song sung on the phonograph is pro- 
duced with marvellous accuracy and 
power, and this suggests to the inventor 
that a phonographic lullaby by which 
to sing tho baby asleep is a possibility 
of the near future. He also ])romiscs 
the little ones a doll that can speak, 
sing, cry or laugh — whicii would bo a 
vast improvement on the squeaking doll. 
A phonographic clock wluch will call 
the hours, and announce dinner, is also 
promised, and jnnumorable other appli- 
cations of the invention are suggested. 
A book of 40,000 words upon a single 
metal plate ten inchep square is rendered 
possibla Such books would be listened 
to, not read, and the tone and emphasis 
of the author would lie conveyed to- 
gether with his words. Witli a book of 
this sort one could read one.solf to sleep 
without either straining the (iyesight or 
wasting the midnight oil. 



W. S. O'Brien's family tomb will be 
32 feet by 22 feet, on tho ground or 
terrace level, rising to a height of 17 
feet A chapel 1 2 feet square will form 
the center of the building, having an 
altar, with a rose window in the west- 
ern gable This window, which is op- 
posite to tihe entrance, is to be filled 
with emblematic subjects in painted 
glasa The chapel will rise above tho 
main structure some 24 feet, tho total 
being about 41 feet in height; the vault 
itself contains twelve catacombs, six on 
either side of the entrance, — two tiers 
in height. There is a crypt ten feet in 
height built on a concrete foundation 
bed three feet in depth, supporting the 
catacombs and the floor of the mauso- 
leum proper. The latter, with the ex- 
ternal aiiproaclies, arc to bo laid in 
tesselated pavement. The upper por- 
tion of the chapel, terminating with an 
ancient cross, is pierced with twelve 
clear story windows, which are filled 
with stained glass, giving effect to the 
interior-ribbed and molded groining. 
The carving of the figures will be of the 
highest order of art.

The Board of Education and the Su- 
perintendent of that ilk must be 
the most forbearing of men. They 
hold in their hands documentary evi- 
dence -which if published would break 
the late Principal of the High School 
on*the'wlioel of public opuiion and 
cause his unprincipled defenders to 
hide theif heads from very shame. 
There is Avithin reach of the Board a 
chain of evidence from which not one 
link is missing to prove the absolute 
unfitness of iMr. Pope to impart instruc- 
tion to the young. Nay, more: They 
hold overwhelming testimony to the 
effect that his habits are bad and 
that both in and out of the school 
he . has been day after day under 
the influence of strong drink. With 
tibiese facts in their possession they 
submit daily to the coarse and 
virulent abuse, shameful inueiulocs 
and vile epithets that are 
hurled at them through the 
columns of a newspaper that has long 
since ceased to bo mentioned, much 
less taken, in respectable oiroles. Their 
forbearance under the circumstances is 
unaccoxmtablo. Tlioy have been smit- 
ten on the one check and have actually 
turned the other cheek to their assail- 
ants. Next wo expect to hear that 
when asked for their coats they have 
surrendered their cloaks also. The 
Board is composed of citizens who serve 
'without pay. Whether the system 
under -which they hold their seats is 
good or bad is not now under discus- 
sion; but the Board have done all that 
it was possible for them to do under 
the Act. Tliey have devoted much 
time to the discharge of their duties 
and are at least entitled to bo addressed 
in decent language. Mr. Jessop may 
have his faults; who has noti Even 
the sun has spots. But Mr. Jessop has 
distinguished himself as a patient, 
painstaking, energetic and useful pub- 
lic servant. Is evidence required of 
Ms -worksl As the epitaph on Sir 
Christopher Wren's monument says, 
Look around you: See the institutions 
of learning that have been planted in all 
parts of the Province during his official 
career. In the controversy tliat in- 
volves the fair fame of the principal of 
. the high school wo find that Mr. 
Pope's case has been seized upon as an 
excuse to "get at" the Board and Mr. 
Jessop. Mr. Pope — why he has'nt a 
leg to stand on; we doubt if he is capable 
of standing at all 1 Tlie evidence 
against him is conclusive. The Board 
and Mr. Jessop might crush him at 
once ; yet day after day they allow cer- 
tain interested parties to hold him up 
as a martyr, and the Board and Mr. 
Jessop as the persecutors of virtue and 
innocence embodied in Mr. Pope. 
The Board should strike and strike 
liard. They have right on their side, and 
neither Mr. Pope nor his allies should 
be suffered to further pursue their 
-wicked career with impunity, as they 
have shown themselves unworthy of 
sympathy or consideration. 



The Seattle "Intelligencer" is agitat- 
ing the importance of building a nar- 
row gauge railway from Seattle to Wal- 
lawalla. The distance, we believe, is 
200 miles, through a country that does 
not present heavy engineering difficul- 
ties, and it is thought that such a road, 
if built, would make Seattle instead of 
Portland the granary of the North 
Pacific. An almost, insui^erable bar- 
rier to shipping is presented,by a bar at 
the moutli of the Columbia river. 
The crossing of this bar in tlie stormy 
months of the year ia considered haz- 
ardous by ship-masters. Vessels have 
been knomi to lie several weeks at As- 
toria fearing to venture across the 
rough bar. Last winter almost inces- 
sant gales swept along the Coast. Co- 
lumbia river bar was in a state of 

■ chronic ferment from December until 
Ajiril, and the expense and risk of 
crossing — great enough in ordinary si;a- 
sons — yre^e much increased. Colum- 
bia river, it is well known, is the prin- 
cipal outlet for the cereal wcaltli of 
Oregon. Annually upon the broad 
bosom of that stream float seaward 
millions of bushels of ^rain seeking a 
foreign market. It is important that 
this grain should bo weighted with as 
little expense as possible to the shipper; 
that charges for freight, demurrage for 
detention, pilot fees, etc., should not )je 
so heavy as to cause the grain to be 
sold at a loss at its destination. Puget 
Sound people contend that Oregon 
wheat cannot compete with California 

. wheat in the English market, because 
of the expense, that attends its ship- 
ment by Columbia river, and they 
further contend that a line of railway 
kom Columbia river to Seattle would 
convey Oregon wheat to a shipping 
point on Puget Sound at one-third the 
cost of sending a cargo to sea via the 
Columbia river bar during the most 

' favorable season. This is an impor- 
tant contention, and if true tlie fact 
cannot long escape the attention of 
capitalists or those largely interested in 
shipping grain to Europe. Puget 
Sound may bo approached and entered 
at all seasons and in all weathers. It 
abounds in good harbors, where the 

;]argest< ships may load with perfect 
securiiiy. • A broad gauge railway 

•would- cost to build §45,000 a mile. A 
narrow gauge railway may be built for 
$7,000 to $10,000 per mile. A writer 
says that a 22 ton narrow gauge en- 
gine ■will haul as many tons .of paying 
freight as a 40 ton engine on the broad 
gauge railway; and that the former 
can be operated at a cost of 40 per 
cent, less than the,latter. Tliis is worth 
looking into. If a naiTow gauge rail- 
way will transport cheaply, safely and 
expeditiously wheat from Oregon to 
Puget Sound, where it may bo placed 
on ship-board and sent to sea without 



having to bear the tremendous charges 
that place Oregon wheat at a di.sadvan- 
tage, Puget Sound will early be called 
u^wn to surrender one of her ports to 
the wheat fleet that now frequents the 
Columbia river. We have long been 
of the opinion that the natural sea- 
]X)rt of Oregon exists somewhere on 
Puget Sound, and the project of a 
narrow gauge railway to bring the 
points of production and shipment to- 
gether strengthens ihat opinion.

A Mr. Belmont has renewed a con- 
troversy that began some ton years ago, 
namely, the expediency of admitting 
American Cabinet ofticers to scats in 
Congress with the right to speak on 
questions relating to their several de- 
partments. Mr. Belmont of course 
contends that the change would not bo 
repugnant to the constitution. He 
holdri that this would not he following 
the English precedent, because in Eng- 
land the Cabinet is the actual Exec- 
utive, while in the United States the 
Cabinet officers are oidy advisers of the 
Executive. Much undesirable legisla- 
tion, it is contended, would bo avoided 
if Cabinet officers were present to give 
information such as they only can 
give. If Cabinet officers liad .seats in 
Congress it would bo liard to restrict 
them in their speeches to questions af- 
fecting, in the uaiTOwest interpretation, 
their own departments. But the case 
of Germany shows that the step would 
not necessarily be a step towards a re- 
sponsible Government.

Lord Penzance, presiding at the 
Court of Arches at Lambeth Palace, 
having had reported to him the refusal 
of the Kev. Mr. Mackonochie to dis- 
continue ritualistic practices, said ho 
would take the case into consideration 
and shortly ])ronounce judgment. 

Apjilication was then made re a 
clergyman named Edwards who had 
similarly disobeyed a preemptory order 
of the Court In giving judgment, 
the learned Judge said this suit was 
commenced before tlie passing of tlie 
Public Worship Act, and was not 
regulated by the jirovisions of that 
statute. On Marcli 29tli the defend- 
ant was suHj)eiKlcd from the discharge 
of his functions for six months, tlie 
court being driven to take that step, 
inasmuch as Mr. Edwards had contin- 
ued in spite of repeated warnings and 
monitions to indulge in practices and 
ceremonials distinctly at variance with 
the rubrical directions of the Prayer 
Book and the law of the Church of 
England. He had treated the suspen- 
sion with entire contempt, and had con- 
tinued to perform his clerical functions, 
and had refused to permit the clergj-- 
man delegated by the bishop to perform 
his duties. It must be obvious, we 
should tliink to all people, even includ- 
ing Mr. Edwards liimself, that no 
court of law, ecclesiastical or civil, 
could exist for any useful pur^rase, un- 
less it Iiad tlie power, and, if need be, 
exercised that j)ower,of enforcing its de- 
crees and orders. It was not, therefore, 
in the exercise of any discretion, or 
oven choice, that lie was now called 
upon to perform the usual process by 
which obedience to the court could 
alone be secured, and under which Mr. 
Edwards would be placed in custody. 
So far as the court was concerned, Mr. 
Edwards would be determined in cus- 
tody no longer than he pleased, as lie 
could obtain his liberty again when- 
ever he was ready to assure thejjcourt 
tliat he would respect the sentence of 
suspension, and not attempt to inter- 
fere for the next six months with the 
clergyman aj)pointcd to discharge ins 
duties. He now prono'inccd ilr. Ed- 
wards to bo contumacious and in con- 
tempt, and ordered tliat his disobedi- 
ence to the suspension and monition of 
that court should be signified to tlie 
Court of Chancery forthwith. He also 
condemned Mr. Edwards in the costs 
of this application. 

Great hostility ia manifustod in Russia 
toward Gon. Ignatieff, says a correspon- 
dent of the London Times. Ho adds : — 
"The friend -iflio told me this said ho had 
lieard last week in one of the moat bril- 
liant drawing rooms in St. Petersburg a 
conversation in which a young Russian 
proposed to wager a largo sum that Gen. 
IgnatiofT could not speak for three min- 
utes without one of the following plirasua: 
'I iiovor tell falsehoods.' 'You may be- 
lieve wliat I say.' 'I toll you it, so it is 
true' 'I am like my father, I always 
apeak the truth, on my word of lionor, 
and you know I seldom give it. ' 'Eolievo 
what I tell you. ' 'Wliat interest liavo I 
in concealing the truth from you.' 'Peo- 
ple are WTOng not to boliovo me.' 'False- 
liooda are usoleaa when one has good iii- 
tontiona.' '1 ]iave done every tiling and I 
am the most attacked.' " 

Patti's lato disgrace docs not appear to 
have seriously injured her prospects. She 
received aTjonofit at Bologna which netted 
her SG,000. She has boon chosen a inoiii- 
bor of tlic Pliilharmonic Society — an hon- 
or bestowed on only one other woman — 
Malibran; and aho will sing in London 
directly, when tlfb Queen will make her 
first visit to the theatre since the deatli of 
Prince Albert. . ' ■

and lioir apparent deaf, his sistor ia "poor 
Carlotta," tho widow of Maximilian of 
Mexico, and tho Queen has never recover- 
ed from tlie death of her only son, added 
to which tho conjugal troubles of hor 
maiTied daughter, tlio Princess Louise, 
wife of Prince Philip of Saxe-Coburg 
Gotha, arc said to weigh heavily upon hor 
mind.

the purposes iherein set forth. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of tho City of Victoria has 
resolvetl to raiso tlio sum of Twenty Tliou- 
sand Dollars to pay oil" certain outstand- 
ing liabilities of tho said Council;

And whereas tlie amount of the whole 
rateable projierty of the said Corjionition 
of tho City of Victoria according to the 
last revised Assessment Roll being for the 
year 1878 was §'2,494,500, irrespective of 
any future increase of the rateable proper- 
ty of tho Municipality and of any income 
in tho nature of tolls, interest or divi- 
dends from the work, itiul also irrespec- 
tive of any income from tho temporary 
investments of the sinking fund or of any 
part thereof;

derer, with the Dt)miiiiiiii geological pros- 
pecting party on board, pasaed Bella Bella 
on San(£iy last bound for Queen Charlotte 
Island. . 

TUB STEAMEU OERTRUDE 

On her Liat trip dov.-n tlic Stickeon lliver 
Btruck a snag and received aliglit damage; 
sho was, liowevor, repaired as quickly as 
circunistancea would permit and left Fort 
Wrangel on the 4th inst. for Glonora 
Landing with a largo number of passon- 
gors and a very heavy freight. Tlie stea- 
mer Grappler arrived at Fort Wrangel on 
'the same day and would remain there until 
the return of the steamer Gertrude down 
river. 

On the morning of the I7th ult., at 
7:30 o'clock, 

TUP. .STEAMER BEAVER, 

Running down the Stickoen, struck the 
point of a rock on tho right bank of the 
rivor, between Big Canyon and the Hud- 
son Bay Co. 's. post, about 15 miles above 
the latter locality. The current was very 
rapid at tho time and as tho stoamor was 
carrying llOlbs. of steam, tho shock was 
most severe, tho collision breaking no less 
than 25 of the steamer's knoos. With all 
possible alacrity tho boat wiia run ashore 
and jvithin lialf an hour after striking slio 
sank, the water then covering her guards. 
Since the date of tho accident tho river 
has swollen considerably and the water 
now flows over .her saloon dock. A bulk- 
head was constructed to protect her from 
further damage and it is hoped, when tho 
river fdls, sho may bo raptured without 
serious difficulty. Captain Lane was in 
command at the time of accident, which 
is attributable to the unusual height and 
velocity of tho river. Mr. II. ' tipsett, 
part owner and purser, arrived in port on 
board the steamer Otter. 

Off Metlakathdi on Saturday morning 
the steamer Otter also met with amisliap, 
breaking her crank shaft. It was found 
necessary to lay off Inverness all that day 
and a iiortion of tlio night for repairs 
which, being eflocted, the stuainer comple- 
te^ her trip down witliout further misfor- 
tuno. She called in at Nanainio and loft 
there at 2 o'clock yesterday morning, but 
saw nothing of tho steamer Nellie report- 
ed to have sailed from Paget Sound for 
tliat port eii route to Fort Wrangel. 

TIIE MINES. 

The news from Cassiar is encouraging 
but somewhat meagre. A creek htm been 
discovered about 20 miles from Walker 
Creek, and it is believed tho ground will 
prove verj' rich'. Tho season generally is 
backward and the various creeks are un- 
usually liigh. 

A private letter states that Adam

Metcalf on McDamo Creek. The extent 
of the injuries are not stated. Gallagher 
Brothers wore taking out rich pay on Mc- 
Damo Creek. Doase Lake was expected 
to open May 25tli, and the new steamer 
will run about July 1st.

From Me.s.si's. II. E. Croasdalo and R. 
Ward, asking for an extension of the wa- 
ter main on Beocher street, and otleriug 
to pay interest and sinking fund for ten 
years on the outlay, provided tho main bo 
laid. Referred to tho Water Commisaon- 
er. 

From II. Rhodes as follows: — 

r2th Juno, 1878. 
7h the ^fatjiir and Councillors of the City 
of Victoria: 

Gentlemen, — Referring to my various 
complaints to your body on the subject of 
of the aittlo nuisance, I now again have 
to call your attention to it and state that 
tho annoyance caused by it is even greater 
than ever. 

I have also to notify you that on Friday 
last a cow forced its way or was purposely 
driven into my garden on Chatham street, 
which street, sis I wiis previously inform- 
ed, is one on which cattle are not allowed 
to run in. I promptly communicated with 
Mr. Dewsnap, who told me he was no 
longer pound keeper; but, that as he was 
going to the Municipal oflicos at 1 o'clock 
he would see that official tlioro and inform 
him of it. I asked him to o.xamiiio tlio 
cow to see wliotlier ho know to whom it 
belonged — this he did, but failed to re- 
cognize it as belonging to anyone he know. 
About 2 o'clock tho same day ho returned 
saying that the pound shepherd could no- 
where bo found, but that the pound keep- 
er had deputed him to take charge of the 
cow and impound it, if sucli was my de- 
sire. I required him to do so and thon 
delivered it over to him, lie informing mo 
upon leaving my house that he had an- 
other man, whom lie had left to watch 
tho animal, to assist liiiii in taking it to 
the pound. He shortly returned and said 
that while lie was talking the owner of tho 
cow had come, opened the gate, and driv- 
en it away! He further informed mo that 
the man ho had employed to watch tho 
animal did not know the owner, but ask- 
ed his name, wliioli w;is given iia George 
Mayimrd. I would point out the extraor- 
dinary coincidence of tho owner arriving 
at tiio exact time that the cow was about 
to bo driven oft", and taking her from your 
officials in whoso charge she vm. One 
would naturally inquire: how did the 
owner know that his cow was in that par- 
ticular garden and at that particular junc- 
ture unless he was indebted for the infor- 
mation to ono of your officials? 

My action in the matter was entirely in 
conformity with tho notice given mo by 
you in reply to one of my previous com- 
plaints, and the result only goes to prove 
tliat citizens genei"ally are perfectly with- 
out protection from the Municipal govom- 
nieiit. 

I saw by a late paper that one of the 
judges of the Supromo Court, wlio ap- 
pears to have been subjected to a sunilar 
aniioyanco, had notified tho Council that 
if it occurred again ho would commence 
suit against tlie city for redress, and as a 
gentloniau in his position would not bo 
likely to indulge in throats that could not 
be carried out, I presume that there is a 
law to sustain liim, and I beg also to no- 
tify you that I .shall adopt tho same course 
should the nuisance continue. 

I have also again to call your attention 
to the continual annoyance that I and my 
family are subjected to by liords of cattle 
being permitted to run at largo in our 
neigliborhood, rendering it absolutely 
dangerous for ladies and children to bo 
out. I frequently have seen my daugh- 
ters walking in tlio middle of tlio street in 
order to avoid cattle on the sidewalks. On 
Sunday evening last there woro some 17 
or 18 head of cattle round my gate and 
fence, two of which wore rushing about 
in a dangerous manner,so that somo mem- 
bers of my family upon leaving tlio houao 
to attend cliurch wore compelled to return 
and wait until the animals had passed. 

I consider that it is simply an outrage 
upon private citizens that such complaints 
should Iiavo to bo made time after time 
to a body such as your Corporation, (com- 
posed of intelligent men) without tho 
slightest redress lieing obtained. It do- 
notes either an utter indift'eronco to tho 
interests of citizens, or an equ.ally culpa- 
ble ignorance of the duties connected vritii 
tho office, to which they were elected by 
those whose rights they now fail to recog- 
nize. 

In conclusion, I would remark that in 
no other city in the world that I have 
hoard of are cattle permitted to run at 
largo unchecked and unheeded. 
I liave the honor to be,

■ The "Water Commissioner, having been 
called, said that Mr. Proeco had been out 
to Foote's Valley by some one's orders 
fixing some air valves, Init he did not know 
who told Sir. Proece to go out. 

Coun. Eedfern asked whether tho May- 
or had given Mr. Preeco orders to out and 
attend to the matter,' ■ v 

His Worship said Mr. Proece had told 
him that Councillor Wflliams had instruct- 
ed hini. 

Coun. Redfeni wanted to know what 
right Coun. Williams or any other Coun- 
cillor had to order tho Corpoi-atioii offi- 
cials to do any tiling; it was tho JIayor's 
duty to give orders. If Comi. Williams 
had given instructions to Mr. Proece ho 
considored it a most unwarrantable as- 
sumption of power on his part and as one 
of tho Council ho would most strongly ou- 
ter his protest against any such action; if, 
on tho other hand, Coun. Williams had 
not ordered Mr. Preece then ho thought 
the Council should prosecute Mr. Proeco 
for taiiiporiiig with tho vvater pipes, for 
any ono in tlio town coiild sue the city for 
damages in case of the water turned off 
without notice. 

Coun. Williams .said he and Couns. 
Marvin, Dalby and Sliakospoaro had in- 
structed Mr. Preeco to go out, as they 
found tliat-tlie Water OpiSmisaionercould 
not attend to the work and' be'cauao tho 
water in tho pipes was filthy owing to 
matter flowing into tho pipe on account 
of there being no grating at tho opening 
of tho [lipo. 

Coun. ^larviii spoko .strongly in favor 
of tho action taken by the majority of the 
Council. Ho said they had tho welfare of 
the city at lieart and in this case finding 
tho water very bad anil that the Water 
Comiiiissionor was too busy to attoiul to 
it, they had given instructions to Mr. 
Preeco to place grating (jver the pipes and 
ho felt sure that tlie water would bo far 
purer now than heretofore. 

Coun. Dalby moved that Mr. Proeco 
bo instructed to go out and repair tho air 
valves in Foote's valley. 

His Wiii'ahi|) the iMayor said that they 
should issue instructions to the proper 
oHicor, who was in this instance the Water 
Comniiasioner, but if it was intended to 
issue orders to somo ono else entirely ig- 
noring that officer it would bo impoasiblo 
to keep any Water Commissioner. 

Coun. Williams seconded Coun. Dalby's 
motion as he tliouglit that it was timo the 
oflico of Water Commissioner were separ- 
ated from that of City Surveyor inas- 
much as tlio latter seouied to have too 
much work on hand. Ho considered it 
would bo to the interest of the city. 

Coun. Rodfern moved, as an amend- 
ment, that instructions bo given to tho 
Water Cummissionor. 

Seconded by Coun. Todd, who said ho 
considored Mr. Gastineau was tho proper 
oflicer to go out and jierforin tlio work, 
and if Coun. Dalby's resolution passed it 
would bo equivalent to an insult offered 
to him. 

Coun. Rodforn's amendmont having 
been put and lost. His worsiiip tho Mayor 
said ho did not think it would bo wise to 
put Coun.' Dalby's resolution. It was 
most irregular and ohtiroly ignored tho 
oxistonco of the Water Comiiiissionor. 
Ho thought it would be well to instruct 
the WVvtcr Commissioner at once. 

After further debate Coun. Dalby's 
motion was put and carried. 

The Council adjourned at 9:40 p. m.

Tho Now AYestininstor Chiardian's cor- 
respondent, writing under date of tho 10th 
inst. , says: "Wo are enjoying beautiful 
weather at present. On the 5tli and Gth 
inst. tho heat was opprossivi?, tliere being 
scarcely u breatli "f wind, Init since we 
have had nice growing sliowers, which 
cooled the atinosphoio and niado things 
more pleasant for dairymen. The snow 
has .about all disappeared from the moun- 
tains in this vicinity; tho rivers aro still, 
comparatively speaking, low, so we do not 
apprehend any trouble from overflows.

Tho contractor, Mr. Banford, has 
pushed it through in good stylo, so that 
it will have timo to settle before tho fall 
rains set in."

Tlio peculiar grammar of the pro- 
test leaves mo in the dark aa to wheth- 
er it is the onianatioii of ono or more 
members, for while signed in tho plural 
number, it comnioncea in tho first per- 
son singular. Ilowover, we will sup- 
pose that an 8 got in by mistake and 
accept tho protest as coming from a 
member, but if a member, a mombor of 
what? Surely not a member of the 
B. C. Stock Board, for if such ho ought 
to bo endeavoring to strengthen tho 
position of tiio Board iii.stead of enter- 
ing an ab.surd protest against a perfect- 
ly correct and ofiicial stock report. 

Of what Ktrcngth is "Member's" ar- 
gunieiit? He incorrectly states that 
there were only two members present 
at the calling of .stock besides tho req- 
uisite Board officials; this, however, is 
not material, aa whether there were 
two or fifty tho argument is that bo- 
causo tlioro was no notice of a meeting 
given the stock report is incorrect. 
Tliere has never boon a iiotico given 
that tho daily sessions of tho Board 
had ceased to bo held; it in tho first by- 
law of the Board tiiat it sliall moot 
daily for the calling of 8tocks,therefore, 
it was ceasing to hold meetings — not 
again eoinmeneing to do so — tiiat was 
irregular. The bu.siiie.s.s done on tho 
Boiinl yesterday was of a bona fide 
character, and if sliurcs sold below 
their real market value why does not 
"Member" or his friends take advan- 
tage of the op])ortunity. 

The prescuit d(!pressed state of tho 
stock market is no criterion whatever 
of the value of the mines. It is caused 
by undue inflation and over-sjieculation 
in jMurcIi. We liave a glorious pros- 
jiect for tho future of the Province. 
Every report from Cariboo adds coufir- 
niatioii to the hopes of its immense 
wealth, and tho object of this commu- 
nity should bo to develop that wealth 
as much as possible with homo capital. 
It will be a .sore thing for us hereafter 
should wo see California shareholders 
jiockoting Bonanza dividends from tho 
Cariboo mines. If the B. C. Stock 
Board bo properly managed, if its mem- 
l)(!rs show a conscientious regard for 
tho interest they profess to have taken 
in ciiarge, if tiiey be true to tlieir trust, 
the Board will greatly aid the attain- 
ment of tho above object. It is only 
by transacting all the buaineiB they 
can command in the Board, by honest- 
ly fighting against false inflation of 
stocks, by showing tho public that the 
Board does establish the true market 
price, and thus proving that the Stock 
Board is an advantage to the commu- 
nity, — it irf only by doing this that tho 
Mining Stock Board will gain public 
confidence, and without that confidence 
it may dissolve. 

In conclusion, I would say to tho 
pub ic: never buy your shares from 
friends on the street, who let you have 
tlieni at a .sacrifice to themselves, but 
buy tluMli through a broker on the 
Board in open market, and I would 
wftgcr that in not one case out of a 
hundred will buyerH lose by taking 
this advice, and also that in nine cases 
out of ten they will save mucii more 
than will pay a broker's feea

EuiToii Colonist:— Aa a remedy for an 
ovil which threatens to degrade ono of tho 
fairest Provinces under tho British Crown 
to a level of political respectability scarce- 
ly above th;it of the most revolutionary of 
the South American republics — at a timo 
of groat political excitement wlien tho 
truth may be felt that "not loss than 
liorse racing, drinking, nor gambling po- 
litics are injurious" (an apphorism some- 
where better expressed by a candidate for 
the Presidency of tho United States), at a 
time when tho hum of ono general elec- 
tion is scarcely over before another ia 
looming, tlie following suggostiona aro 
suluiiitted to tho publie. If it bo ad- 
mitted that what is morally wrong cannot 
bo jiolitically riglit, it can scarcely bo do- 
nied that what tends to ovil must bo 
questioiiablo, and if it fails to secure a 
good end must be altogether bad. Tho 
crude mode of electing representatives of 
tlie people is not only the source of ovil 
beyond calculation, but it fails in ita end. 
It only represents a majority of tho in- 
dividuals, but it can scarcely pretend to 
represent the true interests of tho elec- 
tors themselves. It is right that every 
British subject should have a voice in tho 
election of his representative; therefore, 
lot every one have a vote, but why should 
that ono vote be the limit of his political 
power? Why fix all power to tho lowest 
standard! and why not give every elector 
the opportunity of attaining a higher 
standing? All men's interest in good gov- 
ernment is of equal value to thomaolveB 
and scarcely less to their wiveB. There- 
fore, if married, lot a man have an addi- 
tional vote for his wifo, jind if he has more 
than one child, a voto for his family. But 
a man's political power should not bo 
limited to his ovn\ interests; beyond 
those, ho has an interest in the state. An 
additional vote for every ton dollars ho 
pays towards the taxes would only be fair 
return. Ho may also have a professional 
interest, an additional voto for ovoiy 
recognized degree in his profesaion or 
trade, would represent tho interest of his 
business. Upon these general principles 
a fair roprcaontation of tho intoroats of 
the people, as well as of tho people tliom- 
selves, might, by a well organized detail, 
be secured and an abuso that every body 
suffers from be abated, even if wholesome 
government is not secured.

YERaAiLLEB, Juno 12. — ^Tho Senate

NEVADA. 
Virginia City, Nov., Juno 11. — A 
movement is on foot in this city to 
compel mining superintendents to com- 
ply with tho law requiring them to 
keep posted in somo conspicuous place 
the day of tho month on which persons 
who hold one por cent, of capital stock, 
or who represent that amount of stock 
in a company, nhall bo admitted to the 
mine. Tho first direct move in that 
direction will bo probably made by noon 
to-morrow, when tho superintendent of 
ono of tho loading north end mines will 
be arreste<l and brought before Justice 
Knox unless in tho meantime he sliali 
have complied with tho law.

The only paasenger, named Hamilton, 
escaped on one of the leadera The 
rest of tho lioraes were taken and tho 
stage gutted. Tho escaped passenger 
gave tho alarm along tho road and tho 
settlers aro all crowding into Camp 
McDermit. Tho road is all stripped 
from hero to Owyhee. The stage con- 
tained several boxes of arms and am- 
munition for |)artie3 in Idaho.

The very best photographs of the 
sun ever yet seen have been taken at 
the Observatory, Meudon, near Paris, 
by Janssen; and copies on glass, twelve 
Inches in diameter, are now placed in 
the hands of some of our scientific so- 
cieties. They will repay study, for 
they show distinctly tho granular aji- 
pearance of the sun's surface — millions 
of white specks imbedded, so to speak, in 
a dense cloud. This surface is liable 
to violent commotions or "vortex move- 
ments," aa Mr. "Warren de la .Rue calls 
them, "of which we can form no con- 
ception whatever in thinking of torna- 
does on tho earth's surface, the pho- 
tosphere," he continues, "had been whirl- 
e<l up in cloud-like masses in various 
parts of the sun; and he saw 
at onee that that might be the origin of 
the luminous prominence with which 
we are all now so familiar." A con- 
clusion drawn from these appearances is 
that the sun spots aro not the most im- 
portant of solar phenomena. "Tliere 
are changes taking place from day to 
day,f rom hour to hour,and in some eases 
from minute to minute, which com- 
pletely change tho aspect of the various 
parts of the sun, showing an amount of 
activity which it is extremely necessary 
to study." And it is suggested that 
this could best be done by establishing 
a physical observatory devoted to cease- 
less observation of tho sun accompanied 
by photography. Such an observatory 
has been recently founded at Potsdam, 
near Berlin. — "Chambers' Journal."

The Peabody Lodqino-Houbes and 
THE Laws of Malthus. — "Whatever 
may have been George Peabody's views 
of the laws of Malthua, the trustees in 
charge of the London lodging-houses 
which bear his name are unwilling to 
let rooms to married couples who have 
moro than four children. The difficulty 
is in compelling the tenants wlien once 
in possession, either to limit the number 
of their oflfspring or to quit tlve tene- 
ments when the maximum of four is ex- 
ceeded. A poor woman who liad re- 
ceived notice to quit ^ftei* the advent of 
her fifth olive-branch resolutely refused 
to go. Tho result was a row, and an 
appeal to the magistrate. The woman 
argued her case, ho'weyeir, much, better 
than might Have been expected. She 
declared "they wanted to expel her in 
the name of tho Queen two years before 
her timo was up," dnd she .scornfully 
intimated her dis-belicf that "Her ^la- 
jesty, who was the mother of nine 
blessed children," could- have authorized 
such unwaran table interference with the 
privileges of a British matron. The 
magistrate prudently dismissed the case 
as beyond his jurisdiction.

Atithie Nevr] York' State Fair there 
were exhibited some sheep bred from 
common Merino ewes and a Cotswold 
ram. The fleeces of the first cross 
measured five inches in length, and tho 
wool was as fine as the IMerino and as 
easily combed^ aa .that of a., Gpt^W,old." 
The wool of the second cr6.ss 'was 'still 
as fine as IMorino wool. The carcass 
of tho cross-bred sheep makes excellent 
mutton, and is nearly as heavy as the 
pure Cotswold. Wo have frequently 
alluded to the advantage 'of this cross, ■ 
and the interesting example shown at' ' 
Eochester proves ^ho^\r successful and . 
profitable a farmei^S;|ili.e^p it 'wrould be. 
The farmer's sheep is undoubtedly tlxe 
cross-breed. 

The following is an excellent remedy 
for insects on roses: Boil four ounces of 
quassia chips ten minutea in a gallon 
of soft water, and after ati-aiuing add 
four ounces of soft soap, which should 
he iliosolved as it cools,stirring well be- 
fore using. With a small, clean paint- 
er's brush, apply it to every infected 
leaf and shoot. In fifteen or twenty , 
minutes >• wash tho plants ^^ Avith pure 
water. Tobacco may be used instead 
of the quassia. For some insects a 
sprinkling of powdered hellebore will 
destroy or disperse them, the plants 
being previously well moistened. 

'I'iie demand for dried fruits has been 
HO stimulated since the American plan 
of hot air drying has been perfected, that 
these products are now transported 
over tho civilized world,but especially to 
those countries where fruit is not gene- 
rally raised and to newly settled col- 
onioH, ])articularly mining ones. Dried 
fruits are now largely usetl in long sea 
voyages. Between October last and 
April 1, England took over 400,000 
buslu^ls, principally dried apples and 
peaches. In fact the industrial popu- 
lation of England, Gcrniaiiy, and Aus- 
tria, are the chief buyers of these pro- 
ductions. 

Croup can be cured in many cases, 
and the remetly is simply* alum and_ 
sugar. The way to accomplish the 
deed is to take a knife or grater, and 
shave off in small particles, about a 
spoonful of alum; then mix it with twice 
its quantity of sugar, to make it pala- 
table, and administer it as quickly as 
po.ssiblej almost instantaneous relief 
will follow.
